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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1. Claim 51 is objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 51 recites 
"said tube" which should depend upon claim 50 and not 49. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 49-65 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Bottoms, Jr. et al. in view of Risch et al. and Carter. 

Bottoms, jr. et al. shows an optical communication cable 10 comprises an 
elongated cable core having a tensile strength element 34 and a plurality of 
optical transmission elements in the form of tubes 36 stranded around said 
tensile strength element as being recited. It is noted that Bottoms lacks the use 
of retainer element in the form an interlocking stitch for holding the elements 36 
together, also the use of a thixotropic filling compound for filling said tubes 36. 
Carter discloses the use of interlocking stitch 18 for retaining fibers 16 as bundles 
14. The stitches are also shown in the form of loops of yarn at successive 
discrete locations as being claimed by the instant invention. Risch et al. 
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discloses that it is old and well known to fill fiber optic bundle tubes with a 
thixotropic filling compound. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious at the time of the present application for 
one of ordinary skill to provide interlocking stitch for retaining the tubes 36 of 
Bottom, jr. et al. around his central strength member and to fill the tubes with a 
thixotropic filling compound in view of the teachings of Carter and Risch et al. 
The use of interlocking stitch would maintain the tubes 36 of Bottoms in a bundle 
and not slide around as suggested by Carter. The use of thixotropic filling 
compound would provide sealing for the fiber optics within the tubes. 

Conclusion 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Ulenhuth et al. is cited as the parent patent application.
